DIES IN THE EAST 


| Brother of Mrs. Potter Palmer 


Succumbed Week Ago at 
Riverdale, N. Y. 


BODY PLACED IN VAULT. 


New York, Dec. 2.—[Special.]—Harry H. 
Honoré Jr. of Chicago, brother of Mrs. Pot- 
ter Palmer and of Mrs. Frederick Dent 
Grant, died of pneumonia a week ago today 
at Dr. Packer e sanitarium, West Hill, Riv- 
erdalke. How long he was ill was not told 
today. No public announcement of Mr. 
Honoré's death was made. 

There was a brief committal service last 
Tuesday in St. John's Protestant Episcopal 
church in Yonkers. Mrs. Palmer and Mrs. 
Grant are in Florida. Mrs. Harriet Baker 
Honoré, whom Mr. Honoré married two 
years ago, and her mother, Mrs. Andrew . 
Benham, were at the church. 

Archdeacon George F. Nelson, who offi- 
ciated at the marriage of Mr. Honoré, read 
the service. He waS assisted by the Rev. 
John M. Ericsson, rector of St. John’s. The 
service was attended by about twenty-five 
persons. Gen Grant was not there. 

After the service the body was placed in 
a reception vault at Woodlawn. 


Service When Sisters Come North. 

The funeral will take place when Mrs. 
Paimer and Mre. Grant return from the 
south. In May. 1908, Mr. Honoré was mar- 
ried to Mrs. Harriet E. Baker, widow of 
Garwood Baker, and daughter of Rear Ad- 
mira) Andrew E. Benham, who commanded 
the United States fleet at Rio Janeiro in 1804. 

Mrs. Honoré is related to Col. George Ben- 
ham, commander of the engineer corps In the 
civil war and in charge at one time of the 
defenses of New York.

FELL THE HUSBAND 


Mysterious Attack Made In Ros- 
coe, Near Evanston 
Avenue. 


ASSAILANTS LEAVE NO GLEW 


Mra. Josephine Kaufman, wife of a com- 
mission merchant living at 665 Roscoe street, 
was shot through the brain and killed almost 
instantly at 11:30 o’clock last night. The 
murder occurred m Roscoe boulevard, just 
west of Evanston avenue. 

Mrs. Kaufman wes with ber husband, La- 
mund Kaufman, whose offices are at 185 
South Water street. They were returning 
home from attending the play at the Chicago 
Opera house. 

The murder was committed by a gang of 
men—three in number, besides the chauffeur 
—who were riding in a dark colored taxicab. 

Demand Kaufman’s Money. 

Mr. Kaufman reported to the police that 
the men Grove up in the car and encountered 
him and hig wife on the gouth side of Ros- 
coe street in front of No. G. 

The men accosted Kaufman and demanded 
his money. His wife screanied and rushed 
at the member of the gang who was threat- 
ening Kaufman with a revolver. 

Then a shot was fired and Mrs. Kaufman 
fell. One of the men knocked Kaufman 
down. Then the gang entered the automo- 
bile and drove away. 

The chauffeur had remained on his car 
during the encounter. 


Carried Into Neighbor’e Flat. 

A crowé gathered around the body of Mrs. 
Kaufman & few minutes after the shooting 
She was carried to an apartment a few 
doors away from her own home, and Dr. 
Noble W. Dverbart was summoned. She 
was dead when he arrived. 

The bullet, he found, had struck under the 
left eye and entered the brain. It was of 
such a character as to certainly cause death. 

Describes Kaufman’s Injurie.e 

Dr. Eberhart said there appeared to him 
to be no doubt about the accuracy of Kauf- 
man's story. 

“His injuries as nearly as I can sey are 
confined to the out on the prominence of his 
right cheek/’ he said. “It is « cut about 
three-quarters of an inch long, and the edges 
are separated considerably, so the blow 
must have been a severe one. I can't say 
whether it was caused by a fist ora club. 

He was considerably dazed when he came 
to my house, staggering across the sidewalk 
and falling in my front yard. On the way 
back he had to be assisted. I did not have 


an opportunity to make much of an examine- | 


tion, as he was in a state of hysteria and 
would not submit to a long examination.” 

The police of the Town Hall station were 
notified and a hunt was begun immediately 
tor the men in the auto. According to Kaut- 
man’s story, the assassins of his wife got into 
their car immediately after the shooting and 
drove away. He was unabie to give the numi- 
ber of the car. 


Kaufman Tells of Tragedy. 
Lieut. Benson of the Town Hall police st1- 
tion arrived at Kaufman's house a few min- 
utes after the shooting. Kaufman was 
somewhat Incoherent with distress and grief 
over his wife's death. He complained of a 
bruised jaw, but his face showed no notice- 


able marks. 


“ We went to see the opera, Gypsy Love, 
Kaufman told the police Heutenant, and 
when we left the theater 1 wanted to ride 
home in a taxicab. My wife objected, say- 
ing it was too expensive, so we boarded an 
vanston avenue car.

UNDER CITY RULE 


Rotis’ Place, Closed by Police, 
Now Operated Under Super- 
vision of Juvenile Pro- 


tective League. 
GET TIPS ON “PROPRIETY.” 


Owners Allowed to Reopen Upon 


Agreeing to Allow Balls to 
Be Guided by Munici- 
pal Authorities. 


A municipal dance hall, to all intents and 
purposes, has been in operation for three 
weeks in Rott ballsoom, the southeast 
corner of Grand avenue and Sangamon 
street. 

Under the supervision of an agent of 
the Juvenile Protective league, backed by the 
police department, the different Saturday 
night dances in the hall since Nov. 11 have 
been so quiet and orderly that the experi- 
ment gives a forecast of success. 

Roti’s hell is not in a section of the city 
where patrons of the dance come in nobby 
automobiles, require dancing pumps, or sit 
out waltzes in verdant conservatories. It 
used to be an ordinary thing for a dance at 
Roti’s hall to wind up about 12 o'clock in a 
general fight. Gome unsteady person may 
have been carrying « glass of beer to his 
fair partner. 


Police Order Hall Closed, 

Some one else, also shy on equilibrium, ac- 
ci@entally caused a collision. Then followed 
angry Words and blows and the police, and a 
ride in 4 patrol wagon to the station. There 
also were persistent reports at the West 
Chicago Avenue station that young girls had 
become intoxicated in the hall and had been 
mistreated. 

Inspector Healy ordered the hall closed 
Nov. 4 in the midst of a dance of an aid so- 
ciety" that had developed into a noisy, 
drunken brawl. He gave notice to J. B. Koti, 
one of the brothers who own the hall, that 
his order was indefinite. 

“TI haven't any doubt that you want to run 
a straight, regular place,” the inspector said. 
“But you're in the wrong neighborhood. 
These people will drink and getin fights. I'll 
have to keep you closed tight.” 


Get Tips on Way to Run Dance. 

Frank Roti went to the Juvenile Protective 
league the next day. In the summer the 
Rotis had applied at the league for instruc- 
tions in the way to conduct a dance 
hall and tial’ been “told to stop rough und 
vulgar dancing, prohibit smoking and m- 
proper language, keep out minors, and see 
that no roughness was tolerated. 

“ We have tried to do the right thing,“ said 
Roti. “ We don’t seem to succeed. Can't 
you help us some way so we can open he 
hall again and have good, respectable par- 
ties?” 

After a conference, between Inspector Healy 
and officials of the league, it was decided +o 
allow the hall to reopen, provided the hotits 
would co to supervision of the dances 
by an officer of the league and pay for his 
services. 

Sure,“ said the Rotis. 


League Official “Dance Guide.” 

H. N. Hart, an investigator for the league 
and the United Charities, has been master 
of the dance ever since, presiding at the 
“ grand receptions and balls” of the Car- 
penter Aid society, the Bell Isle Ald society, 
the Blue Ribbon Aid society, and the Ster- 
ling Baseball and Athietic club that danced 
last night. 

Conditions are improving each nicht.“ 
Mr. Hart said last night. I had trouble the 
first couple of nights—and lots of grumbling. 
Now everything goes smoothly. These young 
people like to dance closely together. I have 
to keep inaisting on daylight waltzes '~with 
a slice of light between the young man and 
woman. ‘ 

“Then there is the bar in the back room. 
These societies want to make all they can | 
out of the bar each night. I often find the 
faucets roped up and the glasses and cups hid- 
den away. We don't allow beer in the dance 
hall any more, 


Says They Behave Well. 

“Until tonight we haven't permitted the 
young women to drink. But I went to In- 
spector Healy and asked him to let me ex- 
periment—eee if it would work all right to 
have the girls drink in a lodge room upstairs. 
And they have been well mannered all even- 
ing. I keep the lights burning in every corner 
in the Bui'ding ” 

The @ances at Rott’s hall run from 8 
o'clock at night until 8 the next morning 
Two girls from the neighborhood—lLiliian 
Mohr and Stella Thoreson of 1501 West Erie 
street—eaid last night that they attend every 
dance at the hall and have never had such 
nice times as during the last two weeks. 

“(We feel safer, too, they said. 


No Use for “Bouncer.” : 
Supporting Mr. Hart at the ball are a 
policeman and William Martin, a bouncer ”’ 
for the Rotis. It used to be Martin's nightly 
task to overpower a half dosen rowdles. 
His work last night consisting in turning on 
the lights of the hall and notifying about a 
dozen young men to take off their hats in 
the ballroom. They were pleasantly acquies- 
cent. 

Mr. Hart ald the patrolman on duty last 
night was very efficient, but that the one 
he found regularly stationed at the hall 
persisted in smoking and drinking and mix- 
ing intimately among the dancers. 80 he 
was removed. 

Chicago ministers’ are to have something 
to say about most public dances near their 
churches. 

Chief McWeeny in « new dance hall order 
last evening made clergymen’s consent a 
requisite for dance permits in unlicensed 
halis. By.making his own persona! sanction 
finally necessary, the chief practically de- 
clared at an end many disorderly dances.

Hints Sensation May Shift from

Detective William J. Burns left Chicago 
last evening to take up anew the traihwhich 
he hopes soon to end with the arrest of 
every man connected with the McNamara 
dynamiting gang. The detective refused to 
divulge his destinations’ but it is believed he 
went to Indtaua polls. 

Before his departure he intimated that the 
result of the guilty pleas entered by the 
McNamara brothers might mean further ar- 
rests in San Francisco. He refused to make 
Predictiong as to when the arrests would 
come. 

„Burns is still on the job.” he said with a 
smile as he brushed a pile of congratulatory 
telegrams aside and picked up a telephone to 
give several last. orders to subordinates in 
Chicago. “* We've got the evidence—over- 
whelming evidence—to prove just who was 
concerned in this entire matter and we'll get 
the men before we quit. That's about all I 
can say.” | 


Knows the “Men Higher Up.” 

“That means the men who employed the 
McNamara gang that blew up the Los An- 
geles Times building?’ was suggested. Do 
you know them!“ 

We know who they are. We know they 
will be arrested and others will be arrested 
who habe a hand in the labor plots in con- 
nection with the structural iron works. Mul- 
ton A. Schmidt and David Caplan, the other 
two men under indictment in connection 
with the Times explosion, will be arrested 
before we are done. 

They are being protected right now by the 
McNamata defense, but they will be found. 
I know they are in this country.“ 

“Do you think the discovery of the jury 
bribery plot in Los Angeles had anything 
to do with the pleas entered by the McNa- 
maras?’’ he was asked. 

We have all the facts in connection with 
that plot,“ he answered, smiling; “‘ we know 
all about it.“ 

The detective said the statement of A:tor- 
ney Clarence Darrow to the effect that James 
B. McNamara declared he did not expect 
such a heavy explosion and insisted that the 
force was greater because of a cotrdinate 
explosion of gas, was in keeping with the con- 
fession of Ortie McManigal, who helped com- 
mit the crime. 


Turned Open Gas Cocks. 

“Why, McManigai told us in nis urst con- 
fession that McNamara turned open the 
stop cocks on the gas mains of the building 
when he set the bomb,“ the detective said. 
„ We knew all the time that a part of the 
explosion was due to the gas, but they had 
plenty of dynamite and nitroglycerin there to 
wreck the building, at that. They tried to 
buy 90 per cent dynamite to do the job, and 
when told that & per cent was the strongest 
they could buy they got that. Thestatement 
that ten or twelve pounds of dynamite was 
al: they had may or may not de true. They 
had hundreds of pounds at their command” 

Getting back to Samuel Gompers, against 
whom the detective has the most bitter feel- 
ing because of the labor head's denunciation 
of the detective and his methods, Mr. Burns 
said: 


made a ‘plant’ of dynamite as he has 
charged. How do I know? Because Clar- 
ence Darrow told him sq in Indianapolis 
immediately after the arrests were made. 
Darrow told him right then that Burns never 
‘planted’ the dynamite and that I had a 
case.” 

Mr, Burns-said he had no knowledge as to 
the extent of the conféssion said to have 
been made by the McNamara brothers prior 
te the entrance of their pleas of guilty, but 
he asserted their pleas amounted to a con- 
fession.

Rewards totalling nearly $200,000, which 
have been offered for the arrest and convic- 
tion of the Los Angeles dynamiters are now 
payable to Mr. Burns and his detectives. 

I don’t know how many of these rewards 
will be paid,“ Mr. Burns said, dut the 
reward money will be divided among my 
men who worked on the case. I wouldn't 
care to say how many of them there are who 
will share in this division. 

Many of. the early rewards offered dy 
various California prganizations have been 
withdrawn. The city of Los Angeles ofiered 

25,000 and the Baker iron works, the 
Llewellyn iron works, and various companies 
Cflered money. 

One reward which I am eager to know 
about is the $7,500 Offered by the San Fran- 
cisco Trades council.“ 


Defense in East Drops Work. 

Attorney John F. Tyrrell, who has had 
charge of the McNamara defense plans in 
the middle west and east, in the evening said 
he had heard nothing further from Los An- 
geles except the simple message received on 
Friday to the effect that the defendants had 
pleaded gullty. 

‘I still cannot understand the pleas of 
guilty,” he said. Ihave a messenger on the 
way to the coast now with important evi- 
dence in his possession. I did not expect to 
go out there until the defense side of the case 
was tried.“ 

Capt. Frank Tyrrell; former head of the 
west park police, who has been heading the 
defense investigation bureau in-the east, was 
expecting to be called to Los Angeles daily. 

“I have stopped work on the case since 
learning of the pleas of the McNamaras,” he 
said, “but I have received no word from 
Los Angeles saying what to do.”

that under the present conditiogs of work no 
such right exists, for a man’s right can be 
taken away. This inalienable right to work 
is insisted upon by those who have appro- 
priated all the coal, ore, and lumber, who 
control all the factories and railroads, and 
who have left the workman with nothing but 
his hands. And yet men cannot labor without 
an opportunity to apply their hands to these 
“very bounties of nature, to these same mate- 
rials from which things are made, Neither 
can there be an inalienable right to work 
without a place to work. Nelitherthe govern- 
ment nor those who declaim the loudest or 
insist the most have ever. furnished the 
workmen an inalienable place to work. The 
inalienable richt to work means simply the 
inaNenable right of the employer, without the 


or hindrance, to go into the open market and | 


bid for labor on the hardest terms.” 

If the employer has a right to get his work- 
men on the terms most profitable to him, then 
the worker, Mr. Darrow argues, has a right 
to determine how he will work and whom he 
will work with.

The position of Mr. Darrow was criticised 
by the Boston Transcript in the following 
statement: 

“The general establishment of a closéd 
shop régime throughout the fleld of industry 
would mean arbitrary control of the right to 
labor by irresponsible private associations.

PEAR FOR GOMPERS’ HEALTH 


Nervous Strain Increased by 
Shock of Confessions, 


VEXED BY QUESTIONS ASKED. 


Resents Supposed Intimation That 
Workers Sanction Violence. 


New York, Dec. 2.—[Special. ]—Louis Gom- 
pers, a cigar manufacturer of Brooklyn, a 
brother of Samuel, the labor leader, feared, 
he said, today concerning the developments 
at Los Angeles. 

“Il am afraid the report of these confessions 
will have a serious effect upon the physical 
condition of my brother He is all wrought 
up over the occurrence and is fit for a sani- 
tarium. For weeks he has been suffering 
from diabetes and his nerves are badly shat- 
tered. 

President Samuel Gompers lost his temper 
when reporters asked him today, just as he 
stepped off the train from Troy, whether or 
not the American Federation of Labor would 
take any steps to determine whether or 
not there were any other dynamiters in the 
constituent organizations of that body. 


Labor Chief Loses Temper. 

“TIT am not a man hunter nor a detective,” 
he replied, dropping bis traveling bag vio- 
lently on the floor of the Grand Central sta- 
tion, nor am I a prosecuting attorney. 

“If you can show me any authority vested 
in me as preaident of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor to hold court on all the members 
of the union labor bodies constituting the 
federation I will discuss that question with 
you, but not until then. 

“In view of the developments. in Los An- 
geles, if people outside the labor unions 
should ask whetber or not the American 
Federation of Labor purposed to run the risk 
of harboring more advocates of dynamiting 
methods such as the McNamaras, what would 
you as head of organized labor in America 
answer to such a question?“ he was asked. 

“The implication in your questi n and the 
coupling of my name with it leads me to an- 
swer,“ he said with considerable show of 
heat, “ that neither I nor any other officer of 
the American Federation of Labor has any 
more right to begin an investigation into the 
possible criminal tendencies of any member 
of a constituent body than has an officer of 
the federal government to meddle with the 
affairs of an officer of your state govern- 
ment. 


Likens Unions to Churches. 

“It a preacher of a church did something 
reprehensible, would you hold the Whole con- 
gregation responsible? I will not argue this 
question, nor allow anybody to argue it with 
me.

It is understood the members of the open

Everything that is known goes to show 
that the ministry is willing to sacrifice Per- 
sia on the altar of its desire to preserve 
friendship with Russia. While the German 
menace exists at this time of trouble, Persia 
has few friends in England; that is, few who 
ere willing to protest that the n of 
preserving Persia as a buffer of is 
more important than preserving Russia's 
good will. 

Even the opposition newspapers are in- 
clined to support the government's attitude 
on the ground that Great Britain is com- 
mitted to observe treaty obligations with 
Russia. 

The gravity of the government's course is 
beginning to be appreciated, however, and 
opportunity to show the dangers that exist 
| will be given on Monday in the house of 
commons and on Thursday in the house of 
lords when questions relating to Persia will 
be put to the ministers. 


Fear Russia Will Occupy Persia. 

In this condition of affairs significance at- 
taches to the refusal of the Daily News, a 
government organ, to support the govern- 
ment's policy. That paper declares that 
Russia's advance means a partition that will 
enable Russia, whenever she be so inclined, to 
Acht a battle for India on the plains of Persia. 
The paper appeals for a demonstration in the 
house r lords when Lord Curzon raises the 
‘Persian question. 

There ia no concealment, even by sympa- 
thizers with the government's support of 
Russia, that the real issue is whether Persia 
is to remain independent or be controlled by 
Russia and Great Britain. 

The Daily Telegraph, while supporting the 
government's attitude, expresses fear of an 
already determined sacrifice of the independ- 
ence of Persia, and puts the defense of the 
government in a nutshell in this assertion: 
By the terms of our agreement with Russta 
we are bound to take into consideration the 

wishes of our partner, even though she seems 


to have acted with peremptory harshness.”

REBELS REIGN IN NANKING 


Gen, Chang, Imperial Leader, | 


Let Go, It Is Believed. 
CONDITIONS ABOUT NORMAL. 


White Flags Everywhere After Victors 
Took Possession. 


NANNING, Dec. 8, 8:30 a. m.—Condéitions in 
Nanking are now almost normal The revo- 
lutionaries have plaved police patrols 

Gen. Chang, the imperial commander, ¢s- 
caped across the river to Pukow the night be- 
fore the revolutionary forces entered the city, 
it is believed, with the consent and conni- 
vance of the rebel commanders. 

From Pukow Gen. Chang, accompanied by 
1,000 picked troops from the garrison of that 
town, proceeded northward. Itis thought he 
will attempt to join the northern army 
through Shantung. 


Take Possession After Parley. 

The revolutionary forces took possession 
of the city this morning after a parley with 
the imperial government forces who were 
in oocoupation. At midday the white flag 
was @iaplayed on Lion Hill fort, inside the 
walls, to the northwest, indicating that the 
gunners had joined the revolution. 

Gen. Li Yuen-Heng, the revolutionary 
leader, who had captured Tiger fort a few 
days ago, occupied Shai-Kwan, a town on 
the banks of the river outside the city of 
Nanking. Thereupon the warships under 
the command of Admiral Sah, which had 
hitherto lain two miles down the river, cau- 
tiously approached and took up a position 
under the guns of Lion Hill fort. 


Arranges the Capitulation. 

Gen. Lin, second in command oi the revo- 
lutionary forces, took the Taiping gate, and 
then arranged the terms of capitulation of 
the entire city. 

Later on the revolutionary troops entered 
and took possession of the telegraph office. 
White flags began to appear everywhere, and 
no fighting occurred when the revolutionaries 
entered the streets. 

Lieut.-Gen. Feng-Kwo-Chang is reported 
to have escaped. Other reports say that he 
surrendered with all his troops on condition 
that their lives should be spared. 

Owing to the great distances and the lack 
of communication details are difficult to ob- 
tain, but there is reason to believe that the 
revolutionaries will exercise moderation and 
that there will be no killing. 

Reliable revolutionary reports say that Pu- 
Know, across the river from Nanking, is now 
surrounded by rebel troops. It is occupied 
by 1.800 imperial soldiers.

The letter which Sir Edward Grey wrote to 
the Earl of Lytton protesting against the 
violent demonstrations of the suffragets 
shows. how even the most enthusiastic sup- 
porters of the women's cause are disheart- 
ened at the tactics of the militant ones. 


Activity by Foes of Suffrage. 

The out and out opponents of woman suf- 
frage have eagerly seized on the moment 
when all the members of the house of com- 
mons are in a resentful frame of mind to 
attempt to consolidated the Unionist party 
in a policy of opposition to any measure of 
female franchise. 

Six prominent Unionists, including Austen 
Chamberlain, Walter Long, and F. E. Smith, 
have sent a circular to this effect to the mem- 
bers of their party. In this way they hope 
to bring the Unionist supporters of the con- 
ciliation bill, which is a measure giving par- 
tal suffrage to women, into line with those 
who are opposed to any form of woman suf- 
frage. The supporters of the conciliation 
bill among the Unionists are numerous, and 
if the women lose thelr votes it will be a 
serious matter. 


Dangers in Bill Alleged, 

The circular points out the danger of pass- 
ing the conciliation bill. This oontains a 
property qualification, and it would enfran- 
chise about 1,000,000 women, mostly Unionist 
voters. But it would cause Premier Asquith 
and other Liberal anti-suffragists to support 
Lioyd-~George’e scheme for the enfranchise- 
ment of 6,000,000 women, to which the Union- 
ist supporters of the concilation bill are op- 
posed. 

The argument is that the passing of the 
conciliation bill would admit the principle of 
women voting, and thetefore the government 
would support a bill which would be likely to 
bring them a preponderance of the votes, 
rather than allow one to pass which would 
unduly favor the conservatives.

Shaw. who opened the debate, sald he 
wasn't there to argue anything, but to assert 
that a democrat who is not also a socialist 
is nota gentleman. He said that mn the most 
insulting personal sense he would define 
three terms and their alternatives. The 
alternative of gentleman was cad. He did 
not know the exact name of the alternative 
to socialism. The alternative to democrat 
was idolater. 

By socialism he meant a state of society 
which proceeded from one fixed and tmmut- 
able condition that the entire income of the 
country should be divided exactly equally 
between all persons in the country, young 
or old. without regard to their industry or 
character, without regard to anything but 
the fact they were human beings. 


Homily on Wooden Legs, 

After Shaw had spoken for twenty minutes, 
Chesterton began to discourse on wooden 
legs. He pictured socialism as a state where 
all wooden legs would be owned by the gov- 
ernment. 

I suppose,” he said, “we should all have to 
leave our wooden legs in the state cloakroom 
every night and call for them in the morning. 
1 can ponddive there would be some advan- 
tages No man, I suppose, would be able to 
accumulate a huge stock of wooden legs or 
pawn or steal another man’s wooden leg.”

MAY LOSE PLACE 


Sir Edward Grey Shows Up 
Foreign Minister Von Kid- 
erlen- Waechter. 


TO BLAME FOR AGADIR. 


Misled Reichstag and Brought 
Great Britain and Germany 
to the Brink of War.

While Sir Edward Grey's speech in the 
house of commons on Monday last wes con- 
clliatory in its tone towards Germany, it may 
be said to have sounded the death knell of the 
tenure of office of Alfred von Kiderlen- 
Waechter as the German empire's foreign 
minister, for Sir Edward placed upon the lat- 
ter, by means of a plain exposition of actual 
facts, which has carried conviction even at 
Berlin, the entire blame for the crisis which, 
during the last summer, brought the two 
countries to the brink of war. 

Sir Edward's statement demonstrates in an 
altogether irrefutable manner that Von 
Kiderlen- Waechter has been guilty of eva- 
sion in his explanations to the reichstag; 
that. by withholding certain important mat- 
ters connected with the imbroglio (and 
which have been supplied by Sir Edward) 
he misled the legislature of the German em- 
pire; and, furthermore, that by a lack of 
diplomacy and of statecraft he has sub- 
jected his country to much the same hu- 
miliation that France suffered some thirteen 
years ago at Fashoda. : 


~~ 
There is much analogy between the retire- 
ment of the French from Fashoda and that 
ef Germany from Agadir. France wes not 
willing to fight for the possession of that 
pestilential mud fort on the Nile, which was 
the scene of the historic meeting between, 
Lord Kitchener and Major Marchand, not long 
after the former's victory at Omdurman. 
England was. 
In the same way, Germany yas not disposed 
to embark in a war with both France and 
England for the sake of the commercially 
unimportant seaport of Agadir. France and 
England, however, were. 
Since Sir Edward's speech Teuton anger, 
which, until Monday last, was intensely bitter 
against England, has been transferred to Von 
Kiderlen-Waechter. It has been conceded by 
the more thoughtful Germans—and they area 
long-headed, sensible race—that Great Britain 
has not been unduly provocative. as alleged 
by Von Kiderien-Waechter, but has, on 
the contrary, acter throughout in an 
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| extremely dignified . 
pared favorably with the policy of 
bluster and bluff of the German foreign 
office — a policy for which neither the 
kaiser nor his chancellor should be held re- 
sponsible, and for which the foreign minister 
has been wholly to blame. 
— ; : 

It seems that it was Von Kiderlen- Waechter 
who was accountable for the dispatch of the 
German warehip-Panther to Agadir, which 
inaugurated the crisis between Germany on 
the one hand and France and England on the 
other. He did not take the trouble to inform 
the German ambassadors in Paris and Lon- 
don of the fact, and the consequence was that 
they were unable to respond to any verbai 
demands for explanations unti] some weeks 
afterwards, by which time not only the Eng- 
teh and French governments, but also people 
all over the world, had become convinced that 
the presence of the k r' cruiser at Agadir 
was for the purpose of reopening the entire 
Morocco imbroglio, which had culminated in 
the congress of Algeciras three years ago; 
also of insuring for Germany a sphere of in- 
terest, or, rether a slice of the Moorish em- 
pire, and of establishing a powerfully fortified 
Geman naval base at Agadir, whence the 
kaiser’s warships would have been able to 
menace the lines of communication between 


1 the United Kingdom and the cape with 


South America—even with India. in the event 
of anything occurring. to block the Sues 
canal. 


It was not until the chancellor of the Britisn 
exchequer, Lloyd George, had delivered his 
memorable spech at the gulldhall in July, ro- 
garded as so full of menece at Berlin as to 
call for an explanation, and Sir Edward Grey's 
quiet calling of his bluff by refusing to afford 
that explanation, as inconsistent with phe dis- 
nity of the Britsh empire, that Von Kiderlin- 
Waechter receded from his position and an- 
nounced through the kaiser’s embassies in 
London and in Paris that Germany had no 
intention of remaining at Agadir, of establish- 
ing a naval base there, or even of persisting 
tn its demand for any portion of the Moorish 
empire. 

It is difficult to conceive any more striking 
contrast than that which exists between Sir 
Edward Grey and A. von Kiderlen- Waechter. 
But when the differences existing between 
their characteristics, their personality, their 
training, their breeding, and their birth are 
taken into consideration, it will be speedily 
realized that, from the outset, the advantages 
were all on the side of the Englishman. 

~~ 

Whereas Sir Edward Grey is a man of 
ancient Northumbrian lineage and of biue- 
blooded ancestry, cultured, clean-lived, quiet 
in manner, somewhat reserved of speech, the 
perfection, indeed, of the well-bred English- 
man, with but little disposition to gayety 
since the tragic death of his wife in a car- 
riage accident come years ago, A. von Kider- 
len- Waechter is a self-made man of brusque, 
bluff, breezy and rather loud manner, com- 
pletely devold of the polish and courtliness 
of the true German patrician. 

* His principal claim upon the kaiser’s atten- 
tion consists in what English military men 
are wont to describe as parlor tricks; that 
is to say, his capacity for organizing practical 
jokes, amusing pranks, and buffooneries of 


one kind and another, by which he used to 
entertain his sovereign on the latter’s annual 
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yachting parties on board the Hohensollern 
where be was wont to keep everybody in 
continual roars of laughter by his mimicry. 

It is on this account that he is known as the 
court of Bérlin by the nickname of “August,” 
that being the sobriquet given to the clowns 
all over continental Europe. 

He is entirely self-made. Nor does he be- 
long by birth td the aristocracy, from which 
the leading German statesmen are so largely 
recruited. His father was the extremely 
bourgeois manager of a smal) bank at Stutt- 
gart, who married a Baroness von Waechter, 
whence his double-barreled name. He took 
part in the war of 1870 as a volunteer, and 
afterwards managed to get into the diplomatis 
service, through some of his mother’s rele- 
tives, mak ing the acquaintance of the kaiser 
when the latter visited St. Petersburg and 
found that Von Kiderlen-Waechter was the 
only secretary who had managed to master 
the Russian language and who 
any information about the various people in 
Russian society. 


~~ 
Von Riderlen- Waechter is, however, de- 
ficient in tact. On one occasion when the 
kaiser wis at Cowes, a number of years ago, 
and happened to be particularly irritated 
against his uncle, the late King Edward, Von 
Kiderlen-Waechter, who was on board the 
Hohensollern, was encouraged thereby to 
make gome exceedingly slighting remarks 
concerning the then prince of Wales, whers- 
upon Emperor William curtly reminded him 
that, whatever he himself might care to say 
about his English royal relatives, he would 
* permit them to be insulted. 
or several years afterward Kiderlen- 
Waechter was in the emperor's black books; 
and, after having recovered in a meas his 
favor, again forfeited it when he t upon 
himself to urge his sovereign, at the time of 
hie last state visit with the empress to Wind- 
sor (followed by a stay of several weeks at 
Highcliffe castle), to be more cautious and 
reserved in Kis dealings with his English rel- 
atives and friends) The emperor, ‘who was 
just then unusually well-disposed towards 
everything English, not only disapproved of 
the advice but resented it as presumption. 
Moreover, there have been several other 
occasions when Von Kiderlen-Waechter has 
incurred the kaiser’s anger by some tactless 
piece of familiarity, while his chief fault, from 
a political point of view, is his firm conviction 
that every great power will prefer, as a last 
resort. to bow the knee to Germany rather 
than to try conclusions with it on the battle- 


Trish Nobleman, Nephew of Lord 
‘ Charles Beresford, Drowned in 
River Clodagh. 


DUBLIN, Dec. 2.— The Marquis of Water- 


drowned in the River Clodagh. It is thought 
he fell in accidentally. He was prominent 
among the Irish nobility and a nephew of 
Lord Charles Beresford.

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CHINA WONDERS 


United States Frequently Has 
Shown Generosity in Deal- 
ing with the Empire. 


MAY NOT APPRECIATE IT. 


History of Relations Between 
the Two Governments 
Is Unique.

PEKING, Chihli, Province,China, Oct. 14.— 


Viewed from the chancery of the world poli- 
ticlan. there is something amusing, instruct- 
ive, and pathetic in the history of the rela- 
tions between the United States and China. 

There is something more—something 
which we have never lost sight of, but 


which other nations fail to recognize. Per- 
haps we deserve no credit for it, but it is 
nevertheless a fact that, while fundamental- 
ly we have been guided dz. what seemed our 
own interests, we have displayed a certain 
sentimental generosity which, no matter 
how you look at it, is real and honest and 
something of which we have reason to be 
proud. 

It may be that at no point in the history 
of our dealings with the Middle kingdom 
has it seemed wise from a selfish point of 
view to become à land grabber, a bully, or a 
vandal. Had it been otherwise we might 
or might not have acted differently. 


Europe Sneers at American Ways. 

The foreigner—that is. the European, and 
he naturally judges our motivea by his own— 
is apt to speak sneeringly of our return of 
the Boxer indemnity as u casting pf bread 
upon the waters, expecting it to returned to 
us neith<e~ =polled by salt water nor clogged 
with barnacies, but in the shape of definite. 
tangible contracts and concessions. Believ- 
ing that generosity te normally repaid with 
generosity, there may be something in this. 
But this is not the first time we have been 
generous, not the first time we have fol- 
lowed what we thought the right and just 
and honorable course, and were glad to do 
it whether or not we would ever get any- 
ing out of it. 

Our consular service in China has im- 
proved immensely within recent years. + Min- 
ister Rockhill was a distinguished cinologue, 
an authority on Tibet, and ably and credit- 
ably represented us. Minister Calhoun rep- 
resents that highest type of American man- 
hood which by its training can bring sound 
judgment and sane reasoning to bear upon 
new problems. In an incredibly short time 
he has come to be regarded as the ablest 
and most distinguished foreign representa- 
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tive in Peking. This pronouncement on 


Minister Calhoun emanates from the chan- 
cery of a legation, which might not. h e- 
to tell the truth if it were not the 
whole truth. — 8 
But for thé days when the first American 
ship loaded tea in Canton to Minister Cal- 


houn is a far cry. In the history of China 


it is a short era. But within that brief time a 


change has come over China, more profound 


than the combined changes of the preceding | 


4.000 years 
of Trade with China. 

In 1785 the American ships Empress of 
Chine and Pallas sailed from Canton for 
Roston with a cargo of tea and sims. With- 
m two years this littl mercantile fieet in- 
eluded the Hope, the Experiment. the Grand 
Turk, Jenny. Washington. and Asia. Fu- 
rope, convulsed by the Napoleonic wars, hed 
uttle taste and less time for tea and silke. 
Nor were American ships welcome in many 
Buropean ports. Our China fleet grew pro- 
digiously. In the "80s some sixty American 


| ships were carrying gay bandanna pandker-

chiefs, velvets. cottons, bombazines, iron 
ware. and chunks of silver to pay for the 
tea and silk which we were demanding in 
constantly larger quatitles Even then our 
trade with South China amounted to §17,- 
000 000. 

About this time Jonn Bull begen to get 
restive. Then, as now, he wanted to hog 
the trade. Even then he had developed 
that colossal conceit which, under pretext 
of saving hie face or protecting his prestige, 
he is still willing to use. backed up with 
cannon and the mailed fist. There is much 
history right bere which need not be retold. 


Stated categorically. England wanted China 


to yleld faster, or to be opened faster than 
suited China's converfience and way of doing 
business. England was stronger than Chine 
and knew it. China did not know it, but 
England was willing to demonstrate. It 
took China a long time to learn. 

Treaty of Nanking. 

But all this is quite another chapter, and we 
must get back to Canton. The treaty of 
Nanking, signed in 1842 and ratified the fol- 
lowing year, opened the ports of Canton, 
Amoy, Foochow, Ningpo. and Shanghai to 
foreign trade. It matters but little that by 
the same treaty—which had followed the 
blockading of the Canton river, the capture 
of four cities. and the bombarding of two 
others—the British demanded and got the 
island of Hongkong, an indemnity of $21,- 
000,000, and the ht to hold several places 
until the indemnity was paid. 

The real point is that the United States 
‘now saw its duty in a way it bad not before 
and set to\work to place its growing trade 
with China on a firmer basis. John Tyler 
at once:got busy and sent Caleb Cushing to 

the Manchus with a letter.

EXCEEDS ESTIMATE. 


Surplus Reserve Now Applies to Larger 
Volume of Deposits. 


{NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER.] 

New York, Dec. 2.—[Special.]—A consider- 
able degree of strength was displayed in to- 
day's session of the stock market. The deal- 
ings were on a considerably larger scale than 
on Friday and gains of from 1 to over 2 points 
were recorded in a number of issues includ- 
ing the four or five most active stocks. The 
Gould issues, including Missouri Pacific and 
Wabash, assumed a prominent place in the 
trading, with net gains in excess of the day's 
average advance. 

In the bank returns the fact was revealed 
that the loss in cash this last week was 
several times as large as the preliminary esti- 
mates had indicated. Thus it was that de- 
spite the offsets which prevented the cash 
loss being fully reflected in the surplus re- 
serve of the clearing house institutions, the 
decline in that item amounted to over $7,000, - 
000 and reduced it in the actual returns to 
$1,808,000. The banks alone reported a deficit 
of $6,146,000 in their reserves. 

In the average statement the surplus was 
considerably larger, amounting to 84. 178.000. 
It is this figure which supplies the basis for 
comparison with previous years when the 
actual returns were not published. Such a

Figures amounted 
this last week to $19.667,000, which is from 
three to four times the amount estimated on 
Friday. The banks themselves lost over

The present duke has only one surviving 
brother, Don Alfonso, who lives at Madrid, 
in the utmost retirement and seclusion, hav- 
ing inherited the weak mind of hig mother, 
the Infanta Christina. There were two 
other brothers of the Duke of Marchena, one 
of them Don Pedro of Bourbon, Duke of 
Durcal, who came over here to America in 
1887 In the vain attempt to sell a collection 
of paintings said to have been made by 
hig father. the Infant Sebastian. ."The wide- 
ly heralded sale came to grief when it was 
pointed out that the paintings were either 
transparent copies or else only works of art 
of inferior masters, so badly and coarsety 
restored as to have been deprived thereby 
of any artistic value that they may have 
Originally possessed. The collection was 
sent back to Europe, and, after remaining 
for a long time in bond at Havre, was sold 
there to pay the expenses of storage. The 
Duke of Durcal took up ‘his residence at 
Paris with his Cuban wife and three chil- 
dren. He became involved in all sorts of 
financial scrapes, which caused his ropa! 
Spanish relatives to discard him, and finally 
died, it is said by his own hand, when on 
the eve of being called to judicial account 
for some particularly questionable transac- 
tion, leaving his widow and children penni- 
less. 

The late Queen Isabella of Spain came to 
their assistance, and secured an allowance 
for them from her daughter-in-law, Queen 
Christina.

They might have built Gary so as to have 
increased this efficiency 10 per cent, say. 
They have not done so. Here ie where 
Gary has failed, - 3 

Many pages might be devoted to a dis- 
cussion of a program for increasing hu- 
man efficiency. This article can only cover 
a few which apply particularly to Gary. 

To begin with, let us say that a compre- 
hensive and eeoneniic planning to increase 
the efficiency of labor cannet split a man 
up {nto parts. The man who stands 
handling a melting pot for eight hours is 
the same man who sleeps in one part of 
town for eight hours and goes to play or 
church or on the street for another eight 
hours. Therefore, proper housing, sani- 
tary homes, good schools, savings banks, 
recreation ties, saloons, hospitals, 
and foods are all items which must be 
reckoned with. 

The indictment of the Gary planners is 
that they saved at the spigot and wasted 
at the bung. They did not plan compre- 
hensively to increase the efficiency of their 
labor. 1 

— 

First, the Gary land department should 
net have been made a source of direct 
profit to the steel company. The land in 
the residential part of town should have 
bees capitalised on a basis of a net re 
turn of 8 per cent per annum on the pur 
chase price. On this basis sanitary homes 
should have been constructed in such a 
way that the carrying charges on land 
and erection costs should have permitted 
a low rental. Any solution of the housing 
problem that does not have a low ground 
value as its base is misleading, and does 
harm in a fair percentage of instances. 
Most cities are up against well nigh im- 
possible housing propositions because high 
land values are established, 

Gary. had an opportunity, with its miles 
of low priced lands, to work out its 
housing problem so 45 have got 
the cream of the labor, to e promoted 
thrift, to have had its operatives showing 
up for work in the morning in the finest 
physical fettle, to have held many pre- 
venta ble disease in check. 

Some of the houses should have been 
built by the company, some by codperative 
companies, such as those which are prov- 
ing #0 successful in England, and some by 
the men themselves. 

The crux ot the efficiency situation is 
a sanitary home at à rental so low that 
lodgewa and boarders are not required.

Careless players exasperate the earnest 
ones Who are interested in the result of the 
game by meking unforgivable, stupid mis- 
takes, forgetting to play until reminded, ask- 
ing periodically what the trump is, dealing 
the cards in a careless way that seriously 
offends those accustemed to their deft han- 
dling. 

There is no card game in which slight m- 
timations can convey so much information 
as that of bridge. In justice to rienced 
players, who by their manner, give jnforma- 
tion, one must edmit that most of the ap- 
parent unfairness at the bridge table is unin- 
tentional. Hesitation and mannerisms of 
any sort cannot be too carefully avoided. 
Cultivate uniformity in your style of play; 
in making and passing, do not hurry or hesi- 
tate; try always to use the same formula of 
words, and do not call attention fo the 
core after the cards have been dealt. 


A player should not emphasise any play of . 


her own or show pleasure or displeasure at 
any other play, 

The dealer's partner should not call at- 
tention to the score nor to any card or cards 
that she or the other players hold. Neither 
should she leave her seat ‘for the purpose of 
watching her partner's play. 

When there is distribution of cards that is 
out of the ordinary no s of any kind 
should be made. 

It is frequeptly most difficult to refrain 
from showing any signs of pleasure at the 
accomplishment of'a desired purpose, but 
unless you want to aggravate your adver- 
saries I advise you to retain «a wann 
expression and silence. 

Do not deliberately exasperate your ad- 
versaries by confiding to your partner thet 
your success was due to an ill judged play 
of the opponent; 

It is in bad taste to complain of poor cards 
as you imply that your opponents profit by 
your weak hands and not by their skillful 
playing. 

Experienced players rarely criticise unless 
asked to do so; it is usually the beginner who 
offers a great deal of unwelcome advice. 
Even between friends it is usually unsafe to 
criticise and with mere acquaintances : 
comments are unpardonably rude.

Ivwant to tell the many readers of TH! 


Dunbar Tumoun how, with a few hours’ 


pleasant work a day, I make my pin 
money.“ Any woman of average intelli- 


gence who can sew at all can make infants’ 
‘clothing, as there is no fitting to do and 


there are so many splendid patterns to cut 
from. This line of sewing can de done at 
‘night if necessary, owing to the fact that 
all infants’ garments are white and are much 
easier to work on than the ordinary run of 
dressmaking, which necessitates working on 
all colors. 

There isa great field for a woman who cares 
to take up this line of work, as so few people 
realise what a demand there ie for infants’ 
complete layettes. Young mothere of the 
present day do not know how to sew as their 

mothers dd So many girls work in the 
stores or do stenographic work, etc., unti 
they get married, thinking that there will 
be plenty of time to learn after they go to 
housekeeping, but they soon find that the 
duties of a housewife are many and that to 
become proficient in everything takes months 
and even years to accomplish. — 

Then there are others who are wealthy 
and have no occasion to do their own sewing, 
so, taking all these facts and many others 
into consideration, I think a woman of small 
means could do no better than to start in 


“this business. I have been making these

The recent federal jury investigation of 
alleged rebating by a number of eastern 
railroads in favor of certain theatrical com- 
panies in the matter of rates between New 
York and Chicago is aid to involve the 
question of whether advertising constitutes 
a rebate.

Exorbi- 
tant advertising rates are charged—consid- 
ering the circulation-—and the agences re- 
fuse to patronize roads that de not come 
across,” as it were.
